of republican guards, a company of 
engineers and artillery under cover of 
which the police made their attack. 


The battle, which was the most sen- 


sational ever fought in Paris between 
police and hunted criminals, was wit- 
nessed by a crowdvof more than 10.000 
persons.

Teachers' Payments Valid. 


Chapter 323 of the laws of 1911, 


known as the teachers' Insurance and 
retirement fund law, is held constitu- 
tional in an opinion by Attorney Gen- 
eral Bancroft in response to an in- 
quiry by State Treasurer Dahl. 


Treasurer Dahl is prompted to make 


the-inquiry by the fact that warrants 
are coming to him for payment under 
the provisions of the law. The statute 
creates a teachers' Insurance and re- 
tirement fund to be made up of so- 
called assessments upon the salaries 
of all teachers coming within the pro- 
visions of the act. and of an amount 
set aside annually from the so-called 
seven-tenths mill tax equal 
to 
ten 


cents for each person of school age In 
the state. These assessments are not 
paid by the teachers, but are retained 
from their salaries by the 
school 


board. Tho fund thus created is used 
for paying certain annuities or pen- 
sions to retired teachers. 


Whether this law in fact results in 


the taking of private property without 
compensation or in the granting of 
public money In aid of any individual 
association of corporation, are 
held 


by the attorney general to be ques- 
tions already determined by tho courts 
negatively, and leaves the material ob- 
jection that the payment of public 
funds under this act is not for a pub- 
lic purpose—"it is axiomatic that pub: 
lie funds can be used only for public 
purposes." 


Ask for Federal Probe. 


The state livestock sanitary board 


passed a resolution condemning the 
sale on November 7 and 8 of last 
year at Watertown of a.herd of Guern- 
sey cattle, several head of which are 
alleged to have been tubercular, and 
requested the United States bureau of 
animal husbandry to investigate the 
matter, as the greater part of the cat- 
tle were sold outside of the 
state.

WJEIOIITS AND SII5ASUKES. 


The new weights and 
measures 
law. 
chapter 500 of the Law's of 1011. was eu- 
llcred in response fo a public demand for 
tho correction of unfair, practices that had 
grown up because of the Inck of ofi'ccltve 
public regulation. 
Tho legislative prob- 
lem then presented was how to protect the 
public and secure fair dealing iu trade 
with the least hardship to producers and 
dealers, ll was a pioneer problem. 
The 
data as to existing conditions were frag- 
mentary nnd there was considerable doubt 
as to how tlie new law would operate iu 
practice. 
In the main It lias worked well. 
In some cases however complaints havo 
been made by producers and dealers to 
the effect that some of tlie provisions of 
suctions 1C6S and 
-1432 impose unneces- 
sary and unexpected hardship at this time. 
I'artlculurlv in the case of berry boxes 
nnd peach bnskels they say they have not 
hnd standout notice to enable them to 
comply with the renuiremenls of the new 
l"a\v. 
As n rule those containers arc pur- 
chased long in advance of t.he season when 
t'hev aro used and there being no uniform- 
It v'whatever among the laws of the sev- 
er'nl states Ihe supply for each must be 
bought separately. 
It appears also that 
somo of. the provisions of the sections Just 
mentioned are unnecessarily severe, and 
that there Is uncertainty and ambiguity in 
some of the penalties imposed. These com- 
plaints have received the careful consid- 
eration of the' Dairy mid Food Commis- 
sioner who lias recommended amendments 
to these sections which It seems to me 
should be adopted. They propose no abate- 
ment of the protective features ot' the law 
but will relieve it of harsh and unueccs-. 
sncy requirements. 


S.VT/E OF TCBI.TC I.AN'l>S. 


Iu the enactment of Chapter 452 of the 
T.-iws of 1911 It was undoubtedly t.he in- 
tention ot the legislature to restrict the 
sale of public lands to actual settlers. 13ut 
the statute was not drafted so as to ex- 
press this purpose nnd applications liave 
been made tti the laud commissioners un- 
der circumstances which justify nn Infer- 
ence that many parcels of public land 
wore desired by single Individuals for pur- 
poses other than- immediate settlement.

AMENDMENT OF FISH AND GAME

Some of the laws for the protection of 
lish :iud game should be amended. 
In 
practice a few of these laws have been 
found to be inconsistent while others are 
ambiguous.. Especially should tho autlior- 
Itv of tlie Gainti "Warden lo take rough, or 
destructive lish from the .waters of tho 
state be made clear and explicit. There is 
determined opposition in some quarters to 
continuing the plan of licensing tlshermen 
fo remove these tisb by means of seines. 
In many instances whom this method has 
been employed in the past gnme ilsli have 
been destroyed, duck shooting baa been 
imptiifed and the vegetation in the bods 
'of shallow Jakes bas been ruined. 
Too 
often commercial gain 1ms been the one 
dominant motive; nud as might lie ex- 
pected tlicre has been little regard paid 
to other considerations. 
After careful investigation and a public 
hearing upon this'subject at which all in- 
terested persons bad an opportunlt3r to be 
present and fully licard, the State Game 
Wa rden decld ed to d iscon 11 nue th e pin n 
of issuing1; these special permits or licenses 
and proposed instead that wherever theve 
was need of removing1 rough fish from the 
waters of the state the work should be 
done under his supervision nnd an interest 
in the profits derived from 
the venture 
should, be reserved to the state. 
Before 
putting this plan into general operation he 
tried it tentatively in two places. 
The OJE- 
pcriments were made during- some of tue 
coldest weather of the past winter and 
under many disadvantages imposed by the 
necessity of tisblnpr under the ice. 
Never- 
theless about a mon'th's trial of this plan 
in two fishing- streams resulted in a larger 
net Income to the state than the aggregate 
of all the proceeds of licenses issued dur- 
ing the preceding- year. These results in 
the Judgment of tlie head of this depart- 
ment justify an extension, of the plan. 
Some question lias been raised however 'as 
to tlie legal authority of the Game Warden 
to take rough Usb in this way. In order 
that this doubt may be removed I recom- 
mend tho enactment of legislation that will 
unquestionably give effect to section 45GQf- 
10 which plainly intends that he should 
have this power. 
. The 'inconsistencies in sections 4560a-3S 
and 4560d should also.be removed. 
Tbey 
are the result of .inadvertence in nmcndiug 
pre-existing1 statutes. So also should sec- 
tion 45G5c-5 be . amended so .is to 
har- 
monize witb otlier provisions o£ law upon 
the - same subject. 
. 


Further recommendations are for an 


amendment to the fire Insurance law 
to make more definite .conditions under 
which foreign companies may tran- 
sact business in Wisconsin, and larger 
appropriation- for maintenance of the 
legislative reference library.

Move to Kill New State Law Voted 


Down in Both Houses—Governor 
Presents Message 
With 
Recom- 


mendations at Joint Session. 


Madison.—Unusual activity char- 


acterized the opening of ihe special 
session of the legislature OH April 
30, -when Assemblyman Cliauncey W. 
Yokey in the house and Senator H. 
H. Bodenstab In the senate introduc- 
ed resolutions requesting that the 
governor call another special session 
immediately at the close of the pres- 
ent sitting to'repeal the Income tax 
law. 


In each house the resolution was 


defeated on points of order. Speaker 
Ingram and Lieut. Gov. Morris each 
held that the resolutions were not 
germane to the call for the special 
session. 
The speaker was sustained 


by a vote of G'Z to 11, and Lieut. 
Gov. Morris by a vote of 20 lo C. 


The two houses met at 3 o'clock 


iind in the organization both elected 
the 
former 
o'licers. 
Resolutions 


were introduced which provided thut 
the rules of the 1911 
legislature ho 


adopted; that all rules requiring the 
lapse of any time or delay in any 
action be repealed: tli.it. no notice of 
hearings before committees shall be 
required; that each committee shall 
report all matters referred to it at 
the next reconvening of the -assem- 
bly after such reference, and that 
all matters pending, not In commit- 
tee, shall be placed on each day's 


; calendar. 


Gov. 
JJcGovern appeared 
before 


the two houses in joint session in 
the assembly chamber and delivered 
his message. 


The importance of urgency legis- 


lation in ten special subjects was 
laid before the lawmakers by the 
governor. 
The executive noted with 


regret the necessity of calling them 
from their daily duties to take up 
the burdens of state, and referred to 
their work in the 1911 
session as 


"transcending in 
importance" the 


achieveineuts of any preceding body. 
The emergency, however, demanded 
the sacrifice. 


The 
governor especially 
recom- 


mended legislation to make a relief 
appropriation for Black River Falls, 
to provide for improvement of the 
Portage levee system, to enact a wa- 
ter power law, to amend the election 
laws, and to enact fish and game leg- 
islation. The state could afford to be 
liberal with Black River Falls, be 
said. 


The message contains no word 


with reference to the income tax, for 
the obvious reason that Gov. Mc- 
Govern did not include that topic in 
his call. 


Bills were introduced in the two 


houses covering the subjects 
con- 


tained in the call for the special ses- 
sion. 


In addition to these, nonpartisan 


bills were introduced providing for 
fusion tickets in both municipal and 
county elections.

New Jersey Leada In Advanced Legis- 


lation Designed to Check Speed 


of Tuberculosis. 


What Is designated by the National 


Association for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis as tho most ad- 
vanced legislation In the 
campaign 


against tuberculosis that 
hab been 


enacted by any state in tho United 
States, If not by any country in the 
world, is found iu 
a 
bill 
recently 


passed by tbe New Jersey legislature 
and signed by Governor Wilson. The 
new law provides that 
tuberculosis 


patients who refuse to obey the regu- 
lations laid down by tho slate board 
of health concerning the prevention of 
their disease, and thus become a men- 
ace to the health of those with whom | 
they associate, shall be compulMirily j 
segregated by order of the courts, in j 
institutions provided for this purpose 
If such a patient refuses to obey tbe 
rules and regulations of the instiui I 
Uon In which he Is pla.-ed. he may "be 
i 


.Isolated or separated from other per- , 
sons and restrained, from le.-ivlHK the 
Institution." 
The law further pro- 


vides that al Icountles In tbe 
slate 


of New .T-ersey shall within six months 
from April 1st make provision in M>e- 
clal Institutions for the dire of all 
persons having tuberculosis in these 
counties. The state treasury will sub 
Bidi7.e each county to tho extent of 
$3 00 a week for each person main- 
tained In these 
institutions, except 


those who are able lo pay for the cost 
of maintenance.

The splendid churches raised by Constantlne 


the (ireiitiindhlH mother, St. Heloiia, over the 


t...e at liethlehem, and the sepulchre at Jernait- 
urn, became for the Christians that which the 
Sacred atone at Mecca and the tomb o£ the 
prophet at Medina, became nfterw.inl for the 
lollowera ot Islams. Norc.ui wo be surprised 
that Constantino whO'saw the cross gleaming at 
Noonday In the heavens with the niouc "liy 
tills Sign Conrmer," and whose previous life 
had been .marked by special devotion to the 
Greek and lioiuan sun god, afterwards trans 
ferreil his devotion to tho meek and lowly Jesus. 


How In the minds of the early Christians, 11 


was thought to be a pious and mentorious act 
to make pilgrimages to the Holy Land, and 
,.,.,,s the long lino of pilgrims increased each 
year, not aa some have supposed from tho more 
aimless IOVBC:.; wandering us the Aryum (so lar 
as wo know) or as never a Nomadic race, but 
they, the truly religious, eagerly undertook a 
long and perilous journey, believing that it 
would insure tiie remission of their slna. • 


The devoted pilgrims would traverse laud and 


lea, with this object in view to bathe In the 
,-lver Jordan, and. to oUei- up tils prayers at the 
birthplace, and tomb of his master. 


St. Augnstlun bade Christians remember that 


i-lghteousiiess, was not to be sought, In the 
Hn.it, nor mercy in the West, and that voyages 
ire useless to carry us to Him, with whom a 
learty faith makes us Immediately present. 
St. Jerome (olthpUKh taking the same view of 


the nselessncss of pilgrimage) nevertheless 
;ook up his abodo In a eave at Bathleliem, and 
,here discoursed to Roman ladles who had 
irossed the Sea u> listen to Ills splendid elo- 
liiencc so tils actions contradicted Ills words, 
md exorcised a more.potent Influence than his 
>recopts. 
The contagion spread from almost every 


country of Europe. Wanderers took their way, 
to Palestine, under the conviction, that the 
shirt which they wore, when they entered the 
Holy City, would (if laid by) and used as then 
vimllnK sheet convey them (like tbo carpet of 
jolomon Iu the Arabian tale) at once to Heaven 
An enterprise so laudable, roused the sympathy 
and quickened the charity, of. the faithful. 


The Pilgrim seldom lacked food and shelter 


aud houses of repose, or entertainment, were 
••alsed lor his comfort, .on his journey, as we) 
.is In the city, which was the goal of his pU 
primage. Here he was welcomed tu the costly 
louse which had been raised for his reception 
>y the munlflcer.ce of Pope Gregory the.Great 


If lie died during tils absence, tils klanfolk 


snvled rather than bewailed his lot. If he re- 
turned, he had their reverence, as one who ha 
•ashed awny his sins. 
Wherever these pilgrims went they carried 


back with them sacred relics, which were con 
Hldered so vast and of value so great • that the 
touch of them made the journey to -Palestine 
eem almost a superlliious ceremony. 
• ' 


The llrst Interruption. of tbe. peaceful and 
.rosperous fortunes of pilgrims, which, had con 
tinned for nearly 700. years, was the Btr.ugfjle 
between the powers ot .Persia, and Koine. I 
jndeil la the capture of Jerusalem, by the 
Persian KiiiK, In which 00,000 Christians (it is 
mid) were put to death,. Nor .was it Ihe fan! 
of tlie Persians, that:the great churches, erected 
by Constantino the Great; and.St.-Helena, were 
jot utterly destroyed by.fire.. But according to 
tlie feeling of the age, the greatest toss was sn«- 
tained In the carrying off of the true class, into 
Persia. . 


During all the years ot these Wars, the Jens 


woro cruelly persecuted. Her people- in-many 
Christian cities. were, massacred, her temple 
destroyed, nor. were the .persecutions conflnei 
alone to the Jews, for the Christians during the 
frequent invasions of the Turks, Persians, ano 
Saracens, suffered .the .most .deadly wrongs 
upoj their men, women and children. 


The Holy Sanctuary was in . the hands of tlv 


Islams, and happy \\aa the pilgrim, -who re 
turned from the. Holy City, withoul! undergolue 
humiliations and buffetings,' scarcely deserve 
b.y the worst of criminals. 


At last popular feeling became deeply. moved 


and outraged, In. the western world, by th 
woes of tlie Pilgrims This was the conviction 
that changed the P.ilgrims!.into. a warrior, thu 
the sentiment; that for two centuries, or .more 
stirred the Christian world to its- profounaes 
depths, and cast the population of Europe In 
wave; after-wave .upon Asia 


• Although this.- 'religious feellns was 
th 


principal cause of the Crusades, st 11 there was 
another coucurring^cauae, which must uot b" 
overlooked.!.... '. .': 


.Thia was the restless adventurous spirit of th 


Teutonie'people of Europe who had not as ye 
outgrowu' their barbarian instincts,. and wer 
ready to enlist In an undertaklnE,':so consonan 
with their martlal.'feeljngs and new yows o.' 
knighthood. 


Also tlie wratU of Ihe people hatl I'ncn 
omented Intu fury by the teaching o! Peter the 
iermlt. 
"Thu natives of the west shall taku up arms, 
u yonr cauee," said the Hermit, and he 
astened to Home, and poured forth hii story, 
ailing for Immediate redress of their wrongs. 
The blessing ot Pope Urban win eagerly be- 
towed upon the fervent enthusiast. 
The Ohurch ot Christ said he "was In the 
ron grasp of the Intideis and tbe blood of the 
lartyrs called aloud^for vengeance." 
Throughont the length, und 
breadth ol 


Christiaudom, a fierce indlmiation wa-s stirring 
be hearts of men. The Greek Emperor, also 
.ppealed to Western Christiaudom. 
Tueftery appeals of Poter the Hermit carried 
verythlng before them. 
Wherever lie went, rich and poor, aged and 


•onua. the knight and the peasant, thronged 
u-ound the enmeiHte'd stranger, who with his 
eet, and head bare, rode upon an ass, carrying 
a huge eruul/lx. 


He appealed to every feeling, which may stir 


lie heart of mankind generally, to every 
nottvi: which .should have special power with 
aithful Christians. 
He called upon them, for the delivo-ance ol 
hu laud, which WHS the cradle of their faith, 
or the punishment of the baibjrlau who had 
dared lo delilc it. 


The vehemence which choked his own nlter- 
ince, became contagious. Ilia sobs and groans 
called lortli the tears and cries of t!;e vast 
crowds, who hung upon his wurds, as he Un- 
louglit them to lake part In tbe redemption of 
he Holy Land. 
If they ehot-c to become soldiers of the 
CIOHS 


heir salvation was at once achieved. Also the 
speech of Pope Urban the Second before the 
leople. after the Council of Clermont, in Nov. 
035, which'was numerously attended by I'-renuli 
'tallans, Germans, and 
where otticrs were 


present. 


The Pope's eloiineuce waa so cITucliml thai 
he multitude exclaimed "Clod wills it" "Cod 
wills It," when he declared that the Holy War 
vas commanded from on high.

fcnse. let no base an'oction detain you, in your 
ionics.

icused, a hundred fold and possess life eternal'

You are soldiers of the Cross, wear then on 


yonr breasts, or on your shoulders, tlie biood 
red sign of Him who died for the salvation of 
your souls, further 


The Council of Cinlrmont pronounced An- 


othomas against anyone who should Invade the 
possessions of a prince engaged In thu Lloly 
War. Also the debtor was released from meet 
Ing his obligations, while a soldier of the Cross, 
.mil the criminal when tie assumed tlie badge of 
Crusader, was by that act, instantly absolved 
from his sins of whatever nature. 


The number of those who hastened to -pTIl on 


Ihe badge, was Incalculable, and thus was or- 
ganized the Templars of Knlglils of the Temple. 
Jie most celebrated, ami powerful of the re- 
Iglous orders of. Chrlslianilom. 
Members of the noblest families of Europe, 


sought admission into its ranks, and people of 
every degree, vied with e.ich other, in endowing 
L, with gifts of lands or money. 
The Templars wore a peculiar dress, consisr- 
ngor a white mantle, to distinguish them from 
he Hospitalers (an Order of Monks) who were 
lablted lii black. The Templars wore a red 
cross on the lolt breast, and this emblem, was 
ilso worn on their banner, formed of striped 
black and white cloth. 


The 'Hospitalers, or Knights of St. John, took 


their name from the monks of St. John at 
Icrusilem, while the Templars or Kuignts of 
tile Temple were so called on account of their 
occupying a building ou the site of Solomon's 
Coin pie. 


They subsequently eluded a Craud Master, 


uid other high officers, who presided at their 
councils. 
Only princes and members of the 


inblllty were admitted to ils-ranks, hut there 
were persons, not of noble birth, who attended 
the Knights In the Held, aa servitors or squires. 
1 With tho Templars the spirit of chivalry had 
,ts rise. 
In an especial degree the Knights 


were to be the -champion of women, and the 
protector of children, and when the candidate 
'or knighthood arose from his knees before the 
isseiribled clergy, dubbed a 
Knight, In the 


names of Ood, oi, Our Lady, and of St. Mlebael 
or St. George, he also took the vow of poverty, 
ihiistity and obedience. 


His highest glory. ,was to be a "Mirror of 


Chivalry," and this glory is especially associated 
with tlie name of Tamcrcd one of tneir must 
celebrated leaders. 


The llrst crusade (of which -there were 9) 


extending over a period of nearly 200 years, 
began Iu the spring of IOOG when two large 
bodies of Knights and of the lower orders, 
which unhappily consisted (it all sorts and 
•oudlllona of men, a hundred thousand horse- 
men, fully armed iu their coats of mall, worn in 
;he Ilrsu crusading uge, the whole body amount- 
ing to not less than c millions, began their 
march to the Holy Land, across Germany. 


Somo historians give the total number of 


men, women~and children -vlio took pare In tliu 
Crusades, during tbe 200 sears In which they 
were carried on, as from 2 to c millions Ihe 
latter figure, the greatest. 


1'or the Crusade, there.was no attempt at a 


commissariat lio'care for a base of supplies- 
The unthinking crowd rushed oil for Palestine, 
without making the least preparation for their 
Journey, or their maintainance. They seemed 
to have a blind faith thntthev would be fed, 
like the fowls of the air of the lillles of tlie Held. 


Led-by Peter the Hermit and Walter, the 


Penniless a Bnrgundlan Knight, 
the latter 


going in advance, they suffered severely: 


The party.led by Walter were annihilated 


In'Bulgarla, nfter having been guilty of great 
attrocltles, but Poter brought tho bulk of It to 
Constantinople where he was joined by. Walter. 


They were landed In Asia where they were 


nearly all destroyed by the Turks, Peler by thia 
time having left them. A tillrd' division led by 
Godeschol -was massacred In Hungary, a fourth 
division led by ypine nobles from Germany were 
destroyed by tlie . Hungarians. 
After many 


iiiventures. theCrnaidcs were united in Asia 
Minor 
under the leaden-hip of Godfrey, of 


Bo llion Duke of Brabant, Robert, Duke of 
Normandy, Hush, Count of Vermundois, Tail- 
ored, Tarento, and others. .
